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Campus Plan Decision The 1st Annual | 


Still Pending 


The Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment will soon give final ap- 
proval to George Washington 
University’s revised campus 
master plan for the years 1985 
through 2000. ANC 2A, the 
Foggy Bottom Association, and 
other neighborhood groups and 
individuals strongly opposed 
many aspects of GW’s propos- 
ed campus plan and GW’s ap- 
plication for approval has been 
pending before the BZA for 
over two years. 


Here’s How It Started 


Under the D.C. Zoning Reg- 
ulations, colleges and universi- 
ties are not permitted in residen- 
tial districts unless they have a 
campus plan approved by the 
BZA and obtain separate BZA 
approval for each building con- 
structed. The BZA approved a 
campus plan for GW in 1970. 
When GW sought approval for 
a Support Building on F Street 
in 1983, ANC 2A opposed the 
proposal before the BZA argu- 
ing, among other things, that 
the Support Building was not 
part of the 1970 campus plan. 
The BZA approved the Sup- 
port Building but found that 


‘the GWU campus master plan 
should be revised and updated 
to indicate more definitively the 
nature of anticipated develop- 
ment in the Plan area.” In re- 
sponse, GW submitted to the 
BZA in April, 1986 a revised 
campus plan covering the years 
1985 through 2000. 


GWU Plans 
Expansion in FB 


GW’s revised campus plan 
describes a major expansion of 
GW‘<s presence in Foggy Bot- 
tom. GW intends to increase the 
daily university population (stu- 
dents, faculty, employees, visi- 
tors) by 20%, from 25,000 to 
30,000, and to construct addi- 
tional buildings totaling at least 
2,300,000 square feet of floor 
area. GW proposes to accom- 
plish that significant expansion 
by acquiring and elimininating 
all remaining non-university re- 
sidential uses within the campus 
and developing the entire cam- 
pus to the maximum permissi- 
ble height and density and, in- 
deed, seeking rezoning to in- 
crease the permissible height 
and density. In a major depar—

ture from the 1970 campus plan, 
the revised plan allows GW to 
use GW’s buildings on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and 19th Street 
(1900 Pa. Ave., 2000 Pa. Ave., 
2100 Pa. Ave., 2122 Pa. Ave., 
and 600 19th Street) as perma- 
nent commercial office space. 
The 1970 campus plan required 
those buildings, which contain 
a total of 2,285,000 square feet 
of floor area, to be converted to 
university use to accommodate 
future university growth. GW’s 
revised plan also includes pro- 
posals to close five blocks within 
the campus to vehicular traffic, 
to construct five above-street 
pedestrian bridges between uni- 
versity buildings, and to in- 
crease the permissible height 
limit for university buldings in 
the central campus area. GW in- 
tends to continue using substan- 
tial space outside the campus 
boundaries within ANC 2A for 
university purposes, and, des- 
pite GW‘s planned expansion, 
the revised plan does not require 
construction of any additional 
university parking. 


In a commendable effort to 
keep the neighborhood inform- 
ed, GW submitted drafts of the 
revised campus plan to the Of- 
fice of Planning and neighbor- 
hood representatives for review 
and comment prior to filing the 
plan with the BZA. That result- 
ed in some improvements to the 
plan but disagreements remain- 


ed. ANC 2A and the FBA took 


lead roles in representing the in- 
terests of the neighborhood both 
in commenting on GW’s drafts 
and in hearings before the BZA. 
In September and October 1986, 
the BZA held two days of hear- 
ings on GW’s application for ap- 
proval of the campus plan. ANC 
2A adopted and filed extensive 
reports describing the objection- 


- able features of GW’s proposed 


plan, and representatives of ANC

EDITOR’S NOTE: Anyone 
who wants to help support an ap- 
peal to the D.C. Court of Appeals, 
if it becomes necessary, is urged to 
drop a note to the FBA in care of 
the West End Library, 24th & L 
Streets, N.W. 20037. The neigh- 
borhood’s appeal would have to be 
filed during the summer months, 
since BZA is expected to rule 
shortly, and the appeal time is very 
limited. If you would be willing to 
contribute to an appeal fund, if it’s 
needed, let us know and we can get 
back to you later. It’s an impor- 
tant case for the area, and your 
support will be badly needed. 


ZA and the FBA testified in op- 
position to the plan before the 
BZA. 


BZA Approved — 
with Conditions 


On February 25, 1988, the 
BZA issued an order approving 
GW’s revised campus plan sub- 
ject to conditions. The BZA ap- 
proved GW’s planned expan- 
sion and allowed permanent use 
of the buildings on Pennsylvania 
Avenue and 19th’Street for còm- 
mercial purposes rather than 
university uses. Although ANC 
2A objected that the revised 
campus plan does not describe 
a single planned building nor 
specify any firm locations for 
particular uses the BZA declin- 
ed to insist on more specificity 
in the plan; however, the BZA 
did require that ‘‘the height, 
bulk and design (including the 
location of any means of ap- 
proach and egress) of future 
University structures will be 
compatible with and sensitive to 
the height, bulk, and design of 
adjacent non-University-owned

structures.” The BZA refused 
to decide on GW’s proposals 
for street closings, pedestrian 
bridges, and height increases on 
the ground that the BZA lacks 
jurisdiction over such matters 
but, nevertheless, allowed those 
proposals to remain in the cam- 
pus plan. The BZA allowed GW 
to continue use of off-campus 
space in ANC 2A but required 
that office and administrative 
off-campus uses be in commer- 
cial zones. In response to rec- 
ommendations of the Office 


FBA, the BZA removed Con- 
cordia Church (20th and G 
Streets) and Square 43 (bound- 
ed by 23rd Street, G Street, and 
Virginia Avenue) from the cam- 
pus area, finding that ‘‘removal 
of Square 43 [is] essential to the 
preservation and enhancement 
of residential uses in the Foggy 
Bottom neighborhood. The 
BZA also required GW to 
designate at least one site within 
the campus for new dormitory 
construction. 


Reconsideration Motion 
Is Pending 


GW immediately filed a mo- 
tion for reconsideration asking the 
BZA to reverse every aspect of 
the BZA‘s decision that respond- 
ed, even partially, to neighbor- 
hood concerns. ANC 2A filed a 
memorandum in opposition to 
GW’s motion, and a decision on 
the motion is expected in the 
near future. 

After the BZA’s final decison 
on the campus plan any parties 
dissatisfied with the decision can 
appeal to the D.C. Court of Ap- 
peals. Since D.C. law prohibits 
the ANC from engaging in liti- 
gation in the courts, further re- 
presentation of Foggy Bottom’s 
interests will fall to other neigh- 
borhood organizations and in- 
dividual citizens.

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Police Ticket Bus Ban Violator 


As Foggy Bottom residents 
will remember, the Advisory 
Neighborhood Commission and 
the Foggy Bottom Association, 
with the very active participation 
of residents, fought for nearly 
seven years for a ban on bus traf- 
fic on specified blocks of 25th, 
26th and Eye Streets. The en- 
deavors, begun in early 1980, led 
to the requested bus prohibition 
on May 29, 1981. However, the 
neighborhood was subjected to a 
lengthy contested case proceed- 
ing. It was only after this case 
was won by the neighborhood 
that the Department of Public 
Works was able to promulgate a 
final rulemaking on October 17, 
1986. 

Despite our victory, which es- 
tablished a national precedent, 
some tour buses have continued 
to enter the streets from which 
they are prohibited. We have re- 
ported infractions to the police 
and worked with the hotel man- 
agement of the River Inn — the 
principal generator of the tour 
bus traffic — to prevent these 
violations; however, success has 
been limited thus far. A recent 
experience in obtaining enforce- 
ment of the traffic regulations is 
therefore encouraging. 

A few weekends ago, tour 
buses were seen servicing the Ri-

ver Inn, in blatant violation of 
the clearly posted traffic signs. 
Lt. Doyle of the Metropolitan 
Police Department’s Second 
District was contacted for help. 
His responsiveness was gratify- 
ing indeed! He placed a police 
officer on duty at 24th and Eye 
Streets, and as a bus made the 
illegal entry onto Eye Street, the 
officer stopped the driver, forc- 
ed him to reverse, and issued a 
hefty ticket for the traffic viola- 
tion. 

Since then, no buses have 
been seen or reported and we 
may have reason to be optimistic 
that this police action has clear- 
ly shown that traffic rules are 
made to be obeyed, and that the 
police will not shy away from en- 
forcing them. Our thanks to Lt. 
Doyle and his team at the Se- 
cond District for protecting our 
legal rights. 

Morella Hansen was a witness 
to three violations of the bus ban 
within the span of one week and 
involving 6 buses from three 
different companies (including 
two school buses from Prince 
George’s County). They were 
dropping passengers off for the 
River Inn and the Inn at Fog- 
gy Bottom. Remonstrations with 
the drivers did not do any good, 
and the 2d District police were 


notified of the situation. 

Sgt. James of the Commu- 
nity Relations Department re- 
sponded to the complaint and 
stated his intention to work with 
the hotels in the area to ensure 
that the existence of the bus ban 
would be communicated to their 
client groups. He also assigned 
Officer Stephen M. Lee to patrol 
the bus ban zone at crucial times. 

She appreciated very much the 
cooperation received from the 
2d District and encourages any- 
one spotting an errant bus in our 
neighborhood to call him at 282- 
0050 (or 282-0070). 

The editor witnessed another 
example of bad judgment, if not 
illegality, on the part of some bus 
drivers recently. Several morn- 
ings in a row, at the peak of rush 
hour, buses would proceed south 
from Washington Circle on New 
Hampshire Avenue, and then 
make a right hand turn onto 24th 
Street. If you examine the angle 
of that maneuver, you can ima- 
gine the colossal mess the buses 
made. One managed to block the 
substantial traffic both ways on 
24th for almost 15 minutes while 
he tried to make the turn, and 
impeded New Hampshire Ave- 
nue as well. It reinforced the fact 
that our streets are not made for 
that kind of traffic. 
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The building at 2001 Eye Street which housed the Elec- 
tronic Industries Association comes down. It’s being 
demolished to make way for a new 11-story, office/retail 
complex to be built by the Farr Companies.

Neighbor Saves 
Neighbors’ Efforts 


A joint effort by several re- 
sidents of Eye Street, aimed 
at beautification and increased 
safety, was almost destroyed by 
thieves.

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Health Hints 


KENNEY SAYS "COOL IT" 


ummer heat can cause 
fatigue, nausea, dizzi- 
ness, blurred vision, 
and even deafness. If 
not treated, these conditions 
can result in heat stroke and, 
in some cases, death. 


The body must constantly 
lose a certain amount of heat 
in order to maintain the 
proper body temperature, says 
Richard Kenney, Ph.D., 
chairman and professor of 
physiology. Hot air prevents 
the body from losing much 
heat by convection and 
humidity prevents it from 
losing much by evaporation. 
At the same time, the body 
tends to gain heat by 
radiation on sunny days. 


Dr. Kenney also 
encourages keeping an 
adequate flow of air over your 
body to remove heat, wearing 
light, absorbent cotton 
clothing, opening your shirt 
collar and untucking your 
shirt. You should also try to 
stay in the shade and reduce 
strenuous outdoor activity. 


Dr. Kenney also recom- 
mends that you drink enough 
fluids to quench your thirst, 


and then 50 percent more. 
: Water or Gatorade are the 


best choices for replenishing 
body fluids. Alcoholic fluids 
such as cold beer increase the 
loss of fluids through the 
kidneys and do almost nothing 
to cool the body.
